Mark Weather as It Is Felt. 


A gigantic thermometer, eight feet long 
and a foot wide, adorned the wall of the 
Commercial Building, in front of Boyd’s 
gents’ furnishing store, and attracted the 


attention of the crowds on Olive street this 
morning. 

Across the top was this inscription: “Post- 
Dispatch Official Thermometer.” The ob- 
ject of the Post-Dispatch in erecting the 
thermometer was to give the people a 
correct idea of the temperature as they feel 
it and not as it is on the top of the high 
buildings or wind-swept The offi- 
cial thermometer of the United States Gov- 
eTament is situated up in the dome of the

The thermometer was erected last night 
just in time to register the most sweltering 
night of the summer. It was a hot, sticky 
evening, without a breeze stirring. There 
must have been terrible suffering in the l- 
kept. stuffy quarters of the poor. was 
discomfort enough in the West End, where 
people sweltered while seated on their 
clous and newly sprinkled lawns. But 
what must it have been in the tenement 
yards, closed in on all sides and cro 
thick with humanity? 

But to back to the thermometer. A. 8. 
Aloe & Co.,.the makers, claim that 
the largest thermometer in the Uni 

tates. It is eight feet over all and the 
ube is six feet * The instru t was 
three months in making and was 4 tedious 
job. All that the maker of a thermometer 
know to start on, is that freezing point is 
82 deg. and boiling point 212. He fixes these 
two places on the tube and then marks in 
the graduated spaces between. The bigger 
the thermometer the more difficult it Is 
to do this with scientific accuracy. Six 
tubes were destroyed before the Aloes wou 
let the instrument out of their house 
with a guarantee of its correctness. 
tubes are expensive, for they have to be of 
glass seasoned and boiled for ten years. 

Now that the Post-Dispatch thermometer 
is up the readings given will be the side- 
walk temperature. In New York and Chi- 
cago the United States Signal Service ther- 
mometers are on the sidewalks in front of 
stores in the busiest part of the town. The 
Post-Dispatch thermometer -will do the 
same service for St. is.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Gov. Stone and 
State Treasurer Stephens of Missouri ar- 
rived in New York yesterday. Their mission 
ia to count the securities which their State 
has on deposit in the New oYrk banks. 
There is no euspicion that the banks have 
been abusing their trust, but Missouri laws 
demands a yearly count of State funds. 

‘Gov. Stone was in his shirtsleeves trying 


to keep cool when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
saw him at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

“J am not prepared to speak from actual 
knowledge of the poiitica! situation outside 
of the State of Missouri,” he said. “I have 
not a doubt that the Missouri delegation to 
the nationai convention will be instructed to 
favor a platform demanding the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1 and the nomination of candidates of 
known sympathies with silver. 

“As to the business situati Missouri is 
one of the most prosperous States, if by 
prosperity is meant the production of large 
crops. Our manufacturers are doing a good 
business. The railraads expect to carry 
enormous quantities of agricultural products 
and live stock this fall. We mine over half 
of ali the zine produced in the United States 
and great quantities of coal, lead, iron and 
pottery clay. 

“The silver question in Missouri does not 
depend upon whether the crous are god or. 
bad, or whether manufacturing is good or 
bad, Our people are convinced that there 
can be no permanent prosperity under our 
present financial policy. A gleam of business 
sunshine cannot change our ition. As @ 
matter of conviction, the emocracy of 
Missouri will adhere to the old Democratic 
policy of actual bimetallism. We shall sup- 
port the se under any and all conditions. 

“From what I have gathered from talks 
with representative men from other States 
1 am convinced that the 1 the 
2 in the Central, Western and Southern 

tates are in favor of the coinage of both 
metals and of beginning at a ratio of 16

“Then do you believe this ratio is to be ex- 
perimental?’ 

“I; believe that, after an honest trial by 
the United “we alone, that parity can 
be maintained. f course, the question of 
ratio is always one to be determined by 
Congress upon an intelligent understanding 
of the conditions as they exist from time 
to time. We must begin somewhere, and 
the sentiment of the people is in favor of 
that ratio.

After a time 
they quarrelled, and, Dr. Jensen says, they 
threw river mud at each other, but did not 
come to blows.

COL. PRIEST TO THE RESCUR. 


Ex-Judge Priest has evidently been re- 
tained by the gold standard men to 
furnish the semblance of a legal excuse 
to the old State Committee for raising 
the banner dt rebellion against the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention. In his inter- 
view in the Francis organ in which he 
tries to furnish this excuse, he signifies 
his disapprobation of the Pertle Springs 
convention as a superfluous and unneces- 
gary gathering. 

We presume that Mr. Priest is aware 
that there are few things to which the 
delegates to that convention and the 
Democrats of Missouri generally are 
more indifferent than to his opinion on 
this or any other similar matter. When 
the Democrats of Missouri find their con- 
duct approved by corporation agents or 
attorneys, it will be time for’them to 
give pause. As long as their conduct is 
disapproved, they feel confident of being 
right and will confidently go ahead.

Every man of intelligence knows that 
no kind of metal money is convenient 
for daily use except as small change and 
that in the general run of business little 
of it is handled by the people. It 1s 
used in the form of notes or certificates 
issued“against it. The necessity of ex- 
changing one form of money for another 
for a particular purpose does not at all 
impair the usefulness of the money not 
convenient for that purpose. Silver is 
better than gold for fractional currency 
and gold is better than silver for ship- 
ment and both are equally needed by the 
people.
